Work  on  this  scheme  was  completed  by  February, 
following  which  connections  were  able  to  be  made  to  the 
system. 


Aglionby  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Permission  to  proceed  with  this  scheme  was  given  by  the 
Ministry  and  tenders  for  the  work  invited. 

Commencement  of  the  work  was  put  in  hand  by  August. 
Completion  is  likely  in  1967. 


Newtown  and  Irtbington  Sewerage  & Sewage  Disposal. 

Work  on  design  for  this  scheme  has  been  held  up  by  the 
Ministry.  By  the  end  of  the  year  permission  to  prepare 
detail  drawings  had  been  given  and  these  will  be  put  in  hand 
early  1967.  It  is  not  known,  however,  when  these  are  com- 
pleted, whether  permission  to  carry  out  the  work  will  be 
granted  due  to  restrictions  on  capital  expenditure. 


Wetheral  and  Great  Corby  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

An  outline  scheme  for  the  above  was  investigated  by  an 
inspector  from  the  Ministry  in  August. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  approval  thereto  had  still  not  been 
received. 
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Heads  Nook  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

An  outline  scheme  was  prepared  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
It  will  probably  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  early  in  1967 
following  completion  of  statutory  consultations. 

Walton  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

An  outline  scheme  for  the  above  village  was  submitted 
to  the  Minister  in  September. 

A reply  during  December  approved  the  scheme  from  the 
design  aspect,  but  because  of  restrictions  on  borrowing  would 
not  allow  construction  of  the  scheme  to  proceed.

During  the  year  384  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  from  the  sources  which  supply  the  City  and  the 
rural  district. 

The  results  are  generally  satisfactory,  bearing  in  mind 
the  amount  of  treatment  that  is  within  reasonable  economic 
limits.  It  is  surprising  to  find  any  shallow  spring  sources 
giving  100%  satisfactory  results  as  has  the  Walton  supply 
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from  Spout  Bank  this  year.  The  samples  of  Castle  Carrock 
raw  water  have  given  even  better  results  than  last  year,  over 
half  being  fit  for  supply,  from  a bacteriological  aspect,  without 
treatment. 

Distribution. 

Throughout  the  year  considerable  use  has  been  made  of 
the  plastic  sponges  for  the  cleaning  of  water  mains  and, 
in  particular,  the  work  done  in  the  Rockcliffe/Metal  Bridge 
areas  shows  a noticeable  improvement  in  both  quality  and 
quantity. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  some  of  the  rural 
areas  in  maintaining  supplies  during  the  year,  and  investiga- 
tion has  shown  that  there  is  a marked  increase  in  consumption 
due  to  changes  in  farming  techniques.  Some  farms  have  intro- 
duced more  intensive  stock  rearing  schemes  resulting  in 
increased  consumption  drawing  heavily  on  inadequate  distri- 
bution systems. 

From  time  to  time  throughout  the  year  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  cross-connect  by  temporary  pipe-line  from  one  distribu- 
tion system  to  another,  but  this  could  only  be  done  when 
difficulties  were  temporary  and  provided  there  was  no  common 
shortage.

To  the  Border  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  1966.  It  has  been 
a year  of  quiet  progress  in  all  fields.  My  chief  disappointment 
is  that  poor  progress  in  new  housing  in  recent  years  has 
slowed  down  activity  in  slum  clearance.  However,  the 
measures  taken  to  acquire  land  for  houses  and  the  appointment 
of  architects  should  show  results  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

I must  thank  the  Council  for  the  help  they  have  given  to 
the  work  of  the  department  and  also  thank  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  his  constant  support.  Not  least  I must  thank 
my  assistants  for  the  conscientious  way  they  have  carried  out 
their  duties.

The  41  houses  built  by  the  Council  during  the  year  were 
all  at  Warwick  Bridge  and  comprised  8 aged  persons’  bunga- 
lows, 20  two-bedroom  flats,  of  which  four  were  to  the  “Parker 
Morris”  standard,  and  17  three-bedroom  houses  of  which 
six  were  to  the  “Parker  Morris”  standard. 

The  number  of  houses  built  was  far  from  satisfactory  in 
view  of  the  waiting  lists.  Seventeen  houses  were  under  con- 
struction at  Scotby  and  a further  30  will  be  commenced 
early  in  1967  at  Longtown.  Architects  have  been  appointed 
for  the  development  of  an  estate  of  approximately  100  houses 
at  Brampton,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  work  will  commence  in 
1967.  Negotiations  are  going  on  for  the  acquisition  of  further 
land  at  Little  Corby  and  small  sites  at  Houghton,  Low  Crosby 
and  Longtown.

As  in  the  previous  year  discretionary  grants  declined  in 
respect  of  new  applications  received  but  standard  grant  appli- 
cations remain  fairly  steady.  I can  only  conclude  that  there 
is  a shortage  of  capital  to  finance  the  “major  renovation”  type 
of  improvement.  Every  opportunity  is  taken  by  officers  of 
this  department  to  encourage  the  improvement  of  older  houses 
and  a good  deal  of  advice  is  given  on  technical  problems. 


Since  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Housing  Act  1949, 
discretionary  grants  have  been  paid  on  the  improvement  of 
450  houses,  and  standard  grants  have  been  paid  in  respect  of 
297  houses.  (Standard  grants  were  introduced  by  the  House 
Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959). 


This  figure  of  747  houses  improved  represents  about  8% 
of  the  houses  in  the  district  which  is  some  way  short  of  the 
number  requiring  improvement,  (probably  of  the  order  of 
20%  of  the  total  housing  stock).

Overcrowding. 

Statutory  overcrowding  is  not  a problem  of  any  size  in  this 
district  although  cases  occasionally  come  to  light.  In  prac- 
tically all  cases  they  are  rehoused  by  the  Council.

In  addition  to  the  new  families  housed,  25  families  were 
transferred  to  accommodation  more  suited  to  their  needs.  All 
transfers  were  made  on  a voluntary  basis. 

One  family  was  evicted  from  a Council  house  for  persis- 
tent rent  arrears. 

Work  is  now  in  progress  on  the  improvement  of  the 
pre-war  Council  houses.  This  included  complete  electrical 
re-wiring,  provision  of  wash  basins,  sink  units,  new  grates  and 
in  some  of  the  older  types  plastering  of  unplastered  walls. 


Public  Health 

Forty-six  Informal  Notices  were  served  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts,  but  no  Statutory  Notices  were  served. 
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Drainage  and  Water  Closets 

New  drainage  schemes  and  water  closets  have  been  pro- 
vided at  48  premises  of  which  14  are  to  Council  Sewers  and 
34  to  Septic  Tanks.  In  addition  16  drainage  systems  were 
disconnected  from  Septic  Tanks  and  connected  to  Council 
Sewers. 


Caravans 

Nine  sites  were  licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Two  sites  are  for  holiday  and  touring  caravans,  the 
remainder  are  single  residential  caravans.  Forty-seven  visits 
were  made  during  the  year. 


Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act  1964 

No  new  applications  for  registration  were  received.  Four 
visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  Dealers’  premises. 


Refuse  Collection 

No  change  was  made  in  the  refuse  collection  service  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  report  of  the  Government  Working  Party 
is  awaited  with  interest  and  no  changes  will  be  suggested 
until  this  has  been  received.  A growing  body  of  opinion  no 
longer  accepts  the  kerbside  collection  as  being  adequate.  With 
this  view  I have  a great  deal  of  sympathy  especially  as 
hardship  is  caused  to  elderly  or  infirm  people.  This  system 
is,  however,  cheap  and  an  improved  method  will  undoubtedly 
result  in  very  much  increased  costs.
